The  almott  century-old  breach  beiweeu  the 
two  great  sectkm*  of  Beotttah  ChiitticMty  wem« 

likely,  according  to  la.sl  Fridav's  cable  tn  b-- 
healed  by  thl«  date  twelvemonth.  The  Ueneral 
Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  by  onanl- 
mous  vote  and  Ihut  of  the  United  Free  Church 
by  a  minority  of  fifty-three  out  of  800  delegatoa, 
adopted  the  proposate  which  tnaurv  a  final  wte 
on  the  proposed  plan  and  baaU  of  ualOB  at  the 
adjourned  meetings  of  the  auembliet  next  No- 
vember. Following  Presbyterian  procedure  the 
basla  will  then  be  transmitted  to  the  pro.sbyterip.s 
of  thp  two  churchea,  which  wUl  make  their  re- 
turns m  time  for  the  final  Tote  next  May  by  the 
aaaemblles.  Either  then,  or  at  an  adjourned  Au- 
tumnal mooting,  the  United  Church  of  Scotland 
will  be  duly  launched. 

Should  union  be  consummated  In  I'l'-f^  just 
twenty  years  will  have  elapsed  since  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  dlacover  a  common  basis  be- 
tween the  Church  of  Scotland,  which  Is  the  es- 
tablished fhiirrh  of  the  country  north  of  the 
Tweed  and  lamLUarly  termed  the  "Auld  Kirk," 
and  the  United  Free  Church,  which  represents 
the  union  of  the  Free  Church  and  the  United 
Breibyterlans.  State  connection,  views  on  the 
.tfibMjbMiJM^  .aC  •yaitii  .Staottish  Dertinadfcv  and 
financial  considcriitions  had  kept  them  for  sixty 
years  apart.  Although  the  two  national  gather- 
ings met  yearly  within  a  short  distance  of  each 
other  It  was  not  until  1913  that  the  Moderator 
of  the  Church  ol  Scotland  ventured  to  cross  the 
Street  in  ordw  to  pay  the  United  Free  Assembly 
a  visit  Exchange  of  courtesies  was  followod  by 
some  measure  of  co-operation.  The  prospects  of 
union  became  more  hopeful  when  the  State  in 
1021  roromnized  the  freedom  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland  In  matters  s|>lritual,  and  In  1925  granted 
her  the  free  right  of  administration  In  fliabeial 
affairs  as  well. 

The  bear^  of  these  actions  upon  the  pro- 
posed union  is  due  to  the  fact,'  as  Dr.  Adolf 
Keller  himself  a  vtnpathotlc  obscrvor.  has 
Stated,  that  "for  centuries  the  connection  be- 
tween Church  and  State  has  been  a  shibboleth 
in  Scottish  life."  Tho  t;roat  crisis  took  place  in 
1843.  when  four  hundred  and  seventy  mlnlsterA 
laid  upon  the  table  of  the  Church  of  Scotland 
thoir  protest,  ai,'aiii.st  v«.!  Micy  luld  td  bo 
violation  of  the  rights  ol  the  people  In  the  ap- 
pointment of  ministers  and  the  subversion  of  the 
spiritual    Independence    of  chuicli.  and 

;marched  ottt  upon  the  street  to  form  the  first 
assembly  of  the  Freej^hurch  of  Scotland.  The 
sacrificoa  made  by  the  members  of  tins  body  in 
following  their  convictions  are  matters  of  history. 
^Vlthout  money,  churches  or  colleges,  its  members 
grew  Into  a  strong  church,  markad  by  enagel- 
Jstlc  and  missionary  seal. 

This  church  that  not  long  since  united  with 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  to  form  the 
United  Free  Church,  Is  now  uniting  with  and 
assuming  the  name  of  the  church  from 
which  eighty-five  years  ago  it  separated. 
Murli  water  has  run  under  the  ecclesiasti- 
cal bridge  iilnce  then.  Gradually  growing 
together,  opposition  has  Issssnsd  in  the 
United  Frpo  Church  as  lis  members  have 
become  assured  of  their  spiritual  independence 
tmder  the  proposed  basis,  while  the  Church  of 
Scotland  has  been  practically  unanimous  for 
some  years.  The  presentation  of  a-  declaration 
that  in  the  relations  between  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land and  the  State  there  Is  nothing  Inconsistent 
with  the  constitution  of  the  United  Free  Church 
seems  to  hate  been  the  eause  of  theVeduetknli  of 

last  year's  minority  of  125  to  53,  and  tlio  a.ssem- 
blies  have  decided  to  consummate  union  even 
although  a  small  minority  remain  reeakltnlnt. 

The  unltini?  chiirchos  with  a  combined  mem- 
bership of  300.000  will  embrace  nearly  all  of  Scot- 
tish Presbyterianism,  there  being  only  three 
other  .small  bodies  of  that  faith  Union  ha.s  com- 
manded the  support  of  such  leaders  as  Lord  Bal- 
four of  Burleigh,  Lord  Sands  and  Sir  Ckorge 
Adam  Smith  The  urgent  needs  of  large  un- 
churched areas  as  well  as  the  futility  of  over- 
ehurehed  depopulated  districts  have  been 
strongly  iirRod  The  i.imi  of  kirks  confesses  to  a 
"churchless  million,"  and  to  a  certain  breaking 
down  of  the  former  morale.  Scotland  has  stood 
throuuhoiit  its  liit'.lily  intelligent  and  rellgiotn 
course  fo(  adherence  to  the  Bible  and  the  Chris- 
tian faith,  for  reverence  and  integrity,  and  the 
hope  may  be  expressed  that  the  amalgamation  of 
its  hereditary  Christian  forces  will  eonduoe  to 
the  ooantry*s  welfare.

"Today  thou  Shalt 
be  with  me  in  Paradilf The  gmve 
is  not  paradise. 

As  I  said  at  first,  I  seek  I  ruth  re 
the  second  coming.

cilitate the  tran-saction  of  business, 
motoring  was  apt  to  produce  a  feel- 
ing of  somneienee  or  drowstaess. 
Then  it  wa.s  a  luxury  and  .soothing 
to  the  nerves.  The  person  today 
who  goes  forth  in  a  motor  ear  and

TORONTO.  May  2S.— Edward 
Dumaa,  aged  fifty-live,  who  for  ten 
jrears  held  the  rowing  championship 
of  Canada  and  the  United  States, 
died  late  last  night  in  a  hospital 
here.
